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A special judge or a judge pro tem who extends the time within which a party may file a motion may properly rule upon such 


matter within the extended time, even though the term of court for which the judge was appointed has expired.! 


A judge pro tem, however, cannot extend the time for making and serving a case made after the term of office has expired; 
and neither a special judge nor a judge pro tem has the power, after ceasing to sit in a case, to extend the time for preparing,

serving, or settling a case made.
